The design of religion is to make us of 
good cheer. This world is indeed a vale of 
tears, but the Man of sorrows has visited it 
that we may rejoice. We are surrounded 
by causes of alarm, but the Gospel bids us 
fear not. And that which alone can enable

titude alone? Why should they be deprived 
of his company? If he wished retirement, 
why could they not wait on the shore tiU he 
came from the momitain? How could he 
follow themij if they went away with the 
ship? But they were commandecLf and this 
was sufficient. Even so, it is still oftentimes 
the duty of Christians to do many things the 
reason of which is hidden from them. But 
an obedient disciple will not say, " Why has 
this been appointed me to do? why has that 
been given me to suffer ? for until I compre- 
hend the reason I will not obey the com- 
mand." no ! his language will rather be, 
"Lord, what wilt thou have me to do?" If 
the head of a family, the commander of a ship, 
the general of an army, often give orders 
which, though not explained, are promptly 
obeyed, shall we presume to sit questioning 
the will of Jesus, instead of " making haste and 
delaying not to keep his commandments?" 
May we not expect to hear him reprovingly 
say to us, "What is that to thee? follow 
thou me !" 
But the Chriatian's duty not only sometimes 



baffles his reaeon, but opposes his preferences. 
How much more willingly would the disciples 
have remained in the company of their be- 
loved Master ! How much they perhaps fan- 
cied they were losing, while, deprived of his 
company, they were in the ship alone ! So, 
in obedience to duty, the Christian may still 
seem to be a loser, not only in temporal, but 
even in spiritual respects. His opportunities 
of religious advancement may appear to be 
curtailed by a course which, otherwise, he 
would not hesitate to pronounce his duty to 
Jais Saviour. It is his duty still. Apparent 
consequences do not diminish the obligatibn 
iqS an obvious command. And he who most 
scOTpulously adheres to the path of obedience 
Y^ll most successfully travel in the path of 
improvement too. Duty is identical with 
privilege. However delightful and profitable 
the company of Jesus must have been, the 
disciples gained far more by being obediently 
absent than rebelliously near. Obedience is 
lji.e|lt)est kind of nearness. 

.SfJi^MeY^ing on which the disciples Jem- 
bfirk|Bd-^^j^lm;and fair. The day had not 



been stormy, — ebe the five thoiisand could 
not so comfortably have sat upon the grass 
at that miraculous feast. It was after the 
disciples had left the *hore that "the sea 
arose by reason of a gteat wind that blew." 
They therefore mu6t have anticipated a safe 
and pleasant voyage. Thus how often do 
storms visit believers, when only dalm wea- 
ther is expected ! The brightest beginnings 
are not sure harbingers of contintted prospe- 
rity. The morning sun may be undimmed, 
but black thunder-clouds may iconceal his rayfe 
at noon. The finest diay may be followed by 
the stormiest night; and the ocean, now with- 
xmt a ripple, may ere long writhe beneath the 
lashings of the tempest. Our dearest trea- 
sures may suddenly be taken fi*om us, and our 
fairest hopes withered in the bud. Sunshine 
and calm are treacherous, — they cannot al"#ay8 
last. Do not sailors expect to encounter gales 
and tempests, and therefore provide them- 
selves with anchors and all othfer things that 
may be of use in such emergencies? How 
foolish iare they Who voyage on «h6 perilous 
ocean of life without the Ghristiari^s Htfpe 
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*^ as an anchor of the soul, sure and stedfast!" 
We should be prepared for storms, that we 
may not be overwhelmed with surprise and 
terror when they come. But if Jesus is with 
us, the most terrific tempest cannot harm us. 
The profoundest calm is infinitely perilous 
without him. 

Behold the fiightened disciples in their 
storm-driyen boat! They have to struggle 
with difficulties. The favourable breeze with 
which they weighed anchor has changed to 
an opposing gale. They have taken down 
their sail as no longer of any use, and they 
are how tugging at the oars ! " They toiled 
in rowing, for the wind was contrary unto 
them." Moreover, the night " was now dark !'* 
They were in danger too, for their little vessel 
was"in the midst of thesea, tossed with waves.** 
Worse than all, they were alone ; for " Jesus 
had not come unto them." Fit representation 
of the circumstances by which believers are 
still often tried. What contrary winds and 
tides have they to contend with ! what dark- 
ness surrounds them! what perils threaten 
tncint aiiid sometimes even Jesus seems with-

Bitter dlsappointi 
ipents, grievous losses, perplexing cares, anx-

Nerertheless, he toM the tli^d^lfesi 
tb go over to the 6ther side! We "shWH 
learn never to interpret duty by snctiess. 'Tfei 
apposition which assails us in the cotcrfee^'bt' 
bbedience is no evidence that we are mistaksfe^l 
He who gives laws to his servants is the"fcori-i 
troHer of all events. ' It may be his '^H i\idi 
in 'the T^ act of obedienfetf^we. fehMildl'-efe'^ 
idounter' storms. He fbrekneWet^f^'iHal '>i 
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should m^t widi mhm he laid down the 
routQ we ehould pozsae. We must not dare 
to turn back. The disoipleSy when the wind 
becanie conixary^ mght have wished to xetom 
tQ shore, especially aa Jesus was there. But 
^y had been commanded to go to^e other 
side; and so they continued rowing, eTen 
though they made little or no progress. They 
were not responsible for Ae contrary wind 
whiioh sto^)ed them, but they wetce respon- 
sible for striyii^ to obey the wiU of their 
MastWt Even so, no d^culty niust daunt 
ttfr in the way of obedience. Let the prow of 
Qur Teasel be eTer turned towaxdE^ ihe point 
of du^y however terrible the gale, however 
ndghty the waves which beat against it; 
Though they may ae^n to force us back, yet, if 
we p^severe in obediently straggling against 
tibdm, we axe really making rapid progress. 
Christ secures deUverance and success to 
every fiitlvBil disciple. Better, infuttitely 
bc^:ter,.to suffer the loss of all thingsin obey^ 
ing Jesus .than to puxchaae the universe by 
BetesatiBg.'&Qm the stoorm. Better perish in 
the tenp^t than seek safety in a disobedient
